“At Potsdam on July’ 28, 1045, 
Gencralissimo Joscf Stalin informed 
President Truman and ma In strict 
confidence that the Sovict fovern~ 
ment, who hod not at that time 
joincd in the Far Eastern war, had 
received from the Japanese govern- 
ment a proposal to act as mediators 
between the Japanese government 
and the British and United States 
governments.” .
